sit^ part o f the city, was being 
held up by the same lo ne man. The

o 'clo ck. The latter three o fficers 
investigated 
the 
Kempf 
Gro cery 
ho ldup after receiving a call at the 
Kanter Gro cery fro m po lice head­ 
quarters. 
It was definitely determined by 
the po ll* e after a co mpariso n o f 
descriptio ns that the ho ldups were 
staged by the same bandit 
Upo n entering the Kanter sto re 
the bandit co mmanded Mr. and Mrs. 
Kanter and three custo mers, Jo seph 
Leeds, 
1202 East Fifteenth street.

Osage avenue, and O. E. Jo nes, 
1202 
Ea?t Fo urteenth street to 
lie do wn o n the flo o r in the rear 
o f the sto re while he attempted 
to o pen the cash register. 
After several attempts to o pen 
the register had failed because he 
did no t to uch the right co mbinatio n 
o f keys he co mmanded Mrs. Kan- 
ter to o pen it and said, “do n’t lo o k 
at me while yo u are o pening i t ” 
When the bandit co mmanded the 
custo mers to go to the back o f the 
sto re and lie do wn, O. E. Jo nes, 
beHeiN^ the-J’aiio kttp” to be A |o 4ce 
and refused. 
The 
bandit 
kicked 
Jo nes and cursed 
him until 
he 
reached the rear o f the sto re and 
laid do wn o n the flo o r. 
After taking all o f the currency 
and lo o se change in the register with 
the exceptio n o f abo ut 15 in pen­ 
nies the ro bber asked the custo m­ 
ers if they had any mo ney but he 
did no t search them. No checks o r 
merchandise was taken. 
He then left the sto re by the 
fro nt entrance and escaped in an 
auto mo bile. 
The ro bber wo re a dark suit and 
cap and had a black handkerchief

A descriptio n o f the car was no t 
gained as he was o ut o f sight be­ 
fo re any o f the peo ple w ere able 
to reach the street 
Just abo ut 15 minutes later the 
Kempf gro cery sto re at the West 
Main street number, was held up 
and ro bbed o f abo ut $ 25 in cash by 
a bandit answ^ering the same de­ 
scriptio n as the o ne who held up 
the Kanter sto re and escaped in 
an auto mo bile.

law% To m Walto n, Jr., the bride­ 
gro o m in a secret marriage, was 
sho t and killed in Hamilto n“s Am­ 
arillo law o ffice last May. 
The jury, after listening to seven 
(lays o f testimo ny and eight ho urs 
o f argument, required o nly o ne ho ur 
and 46 minutes to 
acquit. 
Fo ur 
Juro rs vo ted fo r co nvictio n o n the 
first ballo t and o ne o n the seco nd. 
The verdict came o n the third po ll 
o f the jury. 
The defendant was asleep In his 
ho tel ro o m when the verdict was 
read. He dressed quickly, ho wever, 
w'hen info rmed o f his acquittal and 
came to the 
lo bby 
to 
met 
his 
friends. 
Theresa, 
his 
18-year-o ld 
daughter, who se secret marriage to 
Walto n while the two attended the 
University o f Texas, w^as indirectly 
respo nsible fo r the sho o ting, threw 
her arms aro und his neck. 
“Oh, daddy,” was all she co uld 
say, and she fell back to watch 
o thers co ngratulate him. 
“My co nscience was clear,” Ham­ 
ilto n said to the o nly newspaper­ 
man who bro ke thro ugh the co rdo n 
o f friends which surro unded him. 
He added the info rmatio n “I’m go ­ 
ing ho me to mo rro w,” befo re friends 
clo sed abo ut him 
and 
shut 
o ff 
further Interviews. 
The state so ught to sho w that 
Haznilto iL 
kiKiwiag jqx suspecting 
his daughter had married Walto n, 
who se ho me was In Amarillo , de­ 
liberately sho t the yo ung man when 
Walto n came to his o ffice to make 
a clean breast o f the affair. 
The defense pictured Hamilto n as 
a kindly father, aware o f Walto n’s 
intentio ns to ward his daughter and 
willing to bless the co uple, o nce he 
was satisfied o f Walto n's desirabil­ 
ity. 
Defense testimo ny 
painted 
the 
bridegro o m in a sinister light, ho w­ 
ever, several 
witnesses 
testifying 
that Walto n had uttered threats 
against Hamilto n, who , he felt, dis­ 
appro ved o f him and hindered him 
in his effo rts to see Theresa. One 
witness testified that Walto n bo ast­ 
ed a member o f the Chicago gang 
o f A1 “Scarface” Capo ne and said 
that he was “mo re deadly than a 
rattlesnake.” Several witnesses tes­ 
tified they had heard Walto n threat­ 
en to kill Hamilto n. 
Hamilto n himself, fro m the stand, 
testified that 
these 
threats 
had 
co me to him thro ugh o thers and 
that he had prepared to defend 
himself. The defendant did no t ad­ 
mit sho o ting Walto n, but said that 
they had engaged In a mo rtal co m­ 
bat fo r a gun Hamilto n held. Wal­ 
to n was sho t fo ur times and died 
o n the flo o r o f Hamilto n's o ffice 
a mo ment later.

wo men o f the district have begun 
active relief wo rk. 
A telegram to the minister o f 
fo reign relatio ns fro m the chief o f 
military aviatio n said: 
‘’Lava has 
been 
extended 
to day 
three 
kilo ­ 
meters fro m the base o f the mo un­ 
tain, small quantities flo wing into 
the river Tambo r which co ntinues 
in its no rmal co urse.” 
So me o fficial quarters yesterday 
estimated the number o f dead at as 
high as 400. 
“The buildings o f El Palmar and 
surro unding farms have no t suffer­ 
ed great damage. 
Numero us per­ 
so ns co uld be seen in the streets 
o f El Palmar, altho ugh the Neary 
Rancho ‘El Patro cinio ’ has been 
abando ned,” the military telegram 
said. 
‘‘There are no gro ups o f peo ple 
Iso lated by the lava.” 
One newspaper said autho rities 
calculated as many as 45 deaths 
fro m the disaster, with as much 
as $ 1,000,000 
lo ss 
to the farms 
thro ugh the mo lten lava. 
Twenty- 
o ne bo dies have been reco vered at 
El Palmar. 
There are 25,000 in­ 
habitants in the affected area.

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FALL’S DISGHACEPUL FINAL SCEN£ 


The final scene in the trial of Albeit 
B. Fall was as unpleasant as its opening 
scenes. 
At the verdict of "guilty” the 
defendant collapsed and had to be min­ 
istered to by his physician; his wife and 
daughter burst into sobs; one of his coun­ 
sel fell on the floor of the court room in 
a faint; his leading attorney shouted that 
his client had been "robbed” of a jury 
trial by the charge of the judge, and his 
partner in the oil deal, between his sobs, 
declared, "it’a that damn court.” 
Disrespect for American justice was 
the undercurrent that ran through these 
manifestations. 
To a great degree this 
disrespect was deserved. Legal delays on 
the part of the government and the de­ 
fense had allowed six yeam to elapse be­ 
fore Fall was brought to trial, comments 
the New York Evening Sun. Justice had 
been really defeated by this wretched 
process of postponement. Fail came into 
court a broken old man instead of the 
vigorous plainsman that he was when he 
accepted the 100 thousand dollar bribe 
from Doheny. 
Yet it was right that the verdict was 
"guilty.” This at least saved the face of 
justice. 
The jury recommended "mercy.” 
We 
shall not quarrel with that recommenda­ 
tion. It was important that the law 
should put its brand upon the bribed be­ 
trayal of his government by a member of 
the cabinet. 
It is no longer important 
that the former secretary of the interior 
receive more than the tremendous burden 
of punishment which has already been 
his. 
Besides, 
the 
recommendation 
of 
mercy may be superfluous. Fall has al­ 
ready moved for a new trial, and another 
long period of appeal and delay is prob­ 
ably to begin. 
Were we the presiding judge we 
should take notice of Fall’s attorneys 
and friends. The scene was so disgrace­ 
ful as to be its own rebuke.

The United States produces 13 mil­ 
lion bales of cotton a year. It consumes 
six million bales. For a market for the 
extra seven million bales it is dependent 
on Great Britain and other foreign coun­ 
tries. 
'Our country consumes 80 per cent of 
all the rubber used in all the world. We 
produce commercially not a pound. For 
the entire 400 thousand long tons of rub­ 
ber we ride upon, we are dependent on 
foreign countries. 
Independent America! The question of 
political independence in the world be­ 
gins to yield to the question of economic 
independence. 
Only savage peoples are 
economically 
independent. 
The 
more 
civilized in the country, the more depend­ 
ent it is. 
Cut off its foreign trade in 
sugar, rubber, cotton and wheat, say 
nothing of nickel, tin, potash, coffee, tea 
and 
nitrates, 
and 
economic 
America 
would collapse. 
We should be instan­ 
taneously set back, economically, by two 
centuries. 
As the economic machinery of two cen­ 
turies ago could not support the present 
population, hilf of us would have to die 


b y starvation b efore even the eighteenth 
century comfort could b e estab lished. 
Business men b egin to see this fact. 
That is why, in spite of the shouts of the 
chauvinists, the militarists and the simply 
b lind, the pressure for a stab le interna­ 
tional peace goes irresistib ly on. 
In this age of universally dependent 
nations, war, with its stoppage of the ex ­ 
change of goods, is more than a misfor­ 
tune. 
It is a ruinous catastrophe. 
Sane 
people are no longer willing to put up 
with it.

INTELLIGENCE IN CRIME REFORM 


The interest b eing taken in our grow­ 
ing criminality b y scientists, statesmen, 
industrialists and leaders in all fields of 
endeavor is a hopeful sign. 
In the past, most crime investigations 
have b een left to professional reformers, 
many of them fanatical. 
As a result a 
vast numb er of theories have appeared 
and disappeared with the criminal still 
flourishing. 
With our "crime future” in the hands 
of men proven practical and successful 
there is some hope for relief. 
There is 
small place for sentiment in crime sup­ 
pression. 
It is notab le that a great army of ex ­ 
perts has commented unfavorab ly on our 
superab undance of laws destined to curb 
crime. It seems to b e a proven fact that 
more laws make more crime. 
The first move in any genuine crime re­ 
form must b e to clear the decks of the 
red tape and legal technicalities that now 
make a trial a duel of legal phrases rath­ 
er than a discussion of fact. 
The crim­ 
inal can not b e deterred b y prohib itory 
legislation alone. It must b ecome appar­ 
ent that crime is unprofitab le and that 
offenders will b e quickly punished. 
We had our fill of anti-this-and-anti- 
that laws. 
The United States needs a 
simple, effective legal code that will pun­ 
ish and prevent crime without working a 
hardship on the good citizen.

Here are two simple facts, with tragic 
implications : 
Once every minute, day and night, the 
fire engines dash to a b urning structure 
somewhere in the United States. 
Fire losses in this country are 11 times 
as great as in Europe.

Building construction, b oth 
in design and materials, is superior in 
Europe with

agent and brother of the defendant, 
ov erheard orders by telep hone for 
Duck ett to raid or inv estigate the 
Griesedieck Brewery. 
Cullen, in his letter said, “from 
this 
testimony 
the 
gov ernment 
argued that Gus Nations’ testimony 
that the defendant has caused the 
raid on the brewery was false and 
that he raided it simp ly because he 
k new it was to 
be 
raided 
by 
Duck ett and Moss’ agents.” 
The Moss mentioned is William 
E. Moss, now p rohibition adminis­ 
trato r at Albany, N. Y., and at that 
time in charge of this district. He 
made one of the dep ositions deny­ 
ing mentioning the name of the 
brewery to Duck ett while the others 
were William C. Coop er, of Des 
Moines and E. B. Henson of Dan­ 
v ille, Ky.

County Collector Turner’s admin 
istration was commended, the audit 
setting forth his office is “in as 
good condition as any we hav e au­ 
dited in the state and the system 
used is as efficient as can be ex­ 
p ected, owing to the condition of 
the county tax book s.” It was also 
found Turner has ov erp aid fees into 
the rev enue fund to the extent of 
$175.99. 
The county court was criticized 
for not requiring Jesse E. Smith, 
county clerk , to mak e consolidated 
back -tax book showing back taxes 
due in comp iled form as required 
by law. It was also shown no re­ 
p ort of fees has been made from 
the p rosecutors* office since 1919 
although it is required by law.
